ENGLAND VS. AMERICA. 

To Mrs, Stowe, the Duchess.of Sutherland: 
and all. agonizing sympathizers with the 
* Uncle-Ti:m” mania, we commend the fol- 
lowing from Dickens’s Household Words: 

“Tt bas been calculated that there are in 
England and Wales 6,000,000 persons who 
can neither read nor write—that is to eay, 
about one-third of the population, including, 
of course, infants; but of ‘all the children be- 
tween five and fourteen, more than one-half 
attend no place of public instruction. These 
statements—compiled by Mr. Kay from ofhi- 
cial and other authentic sources, for his work 
on the social condition and education of the 
poor in England and Europe—would be 


hard to believe, if we had not to encounter | 


in our every-day lif4 degrees of illiteracy 
which would be startling if we were not thor- 
oughly used to it. - Wherever we turn, igno- 
ranco, not always allied to poverty, stares us 
in the face. Ifwe look in the Gazette at the 
list of partnerships disolved, not a month 
passes but some unhappy man, rolling per- 
haps in wealth, but wallowiug in ignorance, 
is put to the experimentum crucis of ‘his 
mark.’ The number.of petty jurors--in ru- 
ral districts especially—who can only sign 
with across is numerous. It is not unusual 
to see parish documents of great local ini- 
portance defaced with the same humiliating 
symbol by persons whose office not only 
shows them to be ‘ men of mark,’ but men of 
substance. We have printed already speci- 
mens of the partial ignorance which passes 
under the pen of the post office authorities, 
and we may venture to assert that such speci- 
mens of penmanship and orthography are not 
to be matched in any other country in En- 
rope. A housewife in humble life need only 
turn to the file of her husband’s Lills to dis- 
cover hieroglyphics which render them so 
many. arithmetical puzzles. In short, the 
practical evidences of the low ebb to which 
the plainest rudiments of education in this 
country has fallen, are-too common to. bear 
repetition. We cannot pass through. the 
streets, we cannot enter a place of public 
assemLly, or ramble in the fields, without the 
gloomy-shadow of ignorance sweeping over 
us. The rural population is indeed in a 
worse plight than the other classes. 

“Taking tle adult of agricultural laborers, 
it is almost impossible to exaggerate ‘the ig- 
norancein which they live and move and 
have their béing. As they work in the fields, 
the externa] world has some ho!d upon them 
through the medium of their senses; but to 
all*the higher exercises of intellect they are 
perfect strangers. Yon cannot address one 
of them without being at once painfully 
struck with the intellectual darkness which 
enshrouds him. There is in general neither 
speculation in his eyes, nor intelligence in his 
countenance. The whole expression is more 
that of an animal than of aman, Ile is 
wanting, too, in the erect and independent 
bearing of a man. When you accost him, 
if he is not insorent, which he seldom is, he is 
timid and shrinking, his whole manner show- 
ing that he feels himself at a distance from 
you, greater than should separate any two 
classes of men, Tle is often doubtfal when 
you ‘address, and suspicious when you ques- 
tion him; he is seemingly oppressed with 
the interview while it lasts, and obviously re- 
lieved when itis over. These are the traits 
which I can affirm them to possess as a class, 
after having come in contact with many han- 
dreds of farm laborers. ‘They belong to a 
generation for w hose intellectual culture little 
or nothing was done. As a classthey have 
no amusements beyond the indulgence of 
sense. In nine cases out of ten recreation 
is associated in their minds with nothing 
higher than sensuality. 1 have frequently 
asked clergymen and others, if they often 
find the adult peasant reading for his own or 
others’ amusement! ‘The invariable answer 
is, that such a sight is seldom or never wit- 
nessed. !n the first piace, the great bulk-of 
them cannot read, In the next, a large pro- 
portion of those who can, do so with too 
much difficulty to admit of the exercises be- 
ingan amusemet to them. Again, a few of 
those who can read with comparative eae 
have the taste for doing so.”

THE FLAG OF OUR UNION. 

One thing has been eajablished by Cap- 
tain Schuyler Hamilton’s recent investiga- 
tions respecting the national flag, namely, 
that it means, and was intended to rrean, 
Uniox! It grew ont of the Union Jack. 
Its star of stars symbolizes union. Its thir- 
teen stripes are the record of the unron. 
From ten thousand flag-staffg and mast-heads 
it.is ever keeping alive the spirif of uxton. 
Captain Hamilton’s work enables us to ¢om- 
pile its brief history., 

On the seventeenth’ of January, 1776Ahe 

gaptain of an English transport, then lying) 
In the pott of Beste, wrote ponte to his ow-, 
ffers: : | 

“Tecan see the rebels’. liom very plain, 
whosegploura, a, little wile ago, were entire- 
ly red; “but: on thee receipt of the king’s 
speech (which.they burnt) they hoisted’ the 
Union Flag, which is here-supposed to inti- 
mate the union of the provinces,” The 
captain could not, probably, diseern.the de- 
vices upon the flag, but he noted the change 
of colour, from royal red to union blue. 

A variety of flags were used by the conti- 
nentals in the early months of the revolution- 
ary struggle. At the taking. of Fort Johnson, 
September. 13th, 1775, a pectiliar flag was 
employed, which Holmes; in his Annals, re- 
fers to thus :---“ A flag being thought neces- 
sary for the - purpose of -signals, Colonel 
Moultrie, who was requested by the Council 
of Safety to procure one, had a large blue 
flag made, with a‘crescent in one corner, to 
bé in uniform with the-troops. This was the. 
first American flag (adds Hlulmes) displayed 
in South Carolina,” ‘The crescent, be it ob- 
served, is an emblem of sovereignty. On the 
twenticth of October, in the same yéar,-Colo- 
nel John Reed wrote his order to Colonel 
Glover and Stephen Maylan:—* Please to 
fix upon some particular colour for a flag and 
a signal, by which our vessels may know 
one another. What do you think of a flag 
with a white ground—a tree iu the middle4' 
—the motto, ‘Appeal.to Heaven! ‘This is 
the flag of our floating batteries.” February 
ninth, 1776, Colonel Gadsden proposed the 
fullowing. design for-a naval flag :—*‘ A yel- 
low field, witha dively representation of a 
rattlesnake in the middle, in the attitude of 
going to strike, and the svords underneath, 
‘Don’t tread onae!’” ‘Many other Seiigne 
fur flags were ‘proposed, and several, as we 


have just observed, were in use, 


It was not till June fourteenth, 1777, that 
Congress passed-the resolution which gave 
tu the infant. nation a National Flag. - That 
resolation: was in the following words :-— 
“Resolved; That the’ flag of the Thirteen 
United States, be thirteen stripes; alternate 
red and white; that the Union he thirteen 
stars, white, in a blue field, representing a 
new constellation.” ‘This was the flag of the 
latter triumphs of the revolution. It remain- 
ed unaltered till January thirteenth, 1794, 
when the admission of two new States added | 
two stars to the “ constellation” and two 
stripes to the“ rainbow.” This was the flag 
of 1812--the flag of Lake Erie, New Orleans, 
and the Atlantic Ocean. In 1818;-the fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted’ by Con- 
gress :—*'That from and after. the fourth 
day of July next, the flag of the Uniied States 
be thirteen horizontal. stripes, alternate red 
and white ; that the Union be twenty stars, 
white, in a blue field ; and that on the ad- 
mission of a new State into the Union, one 
star de added to the union of thé flag.” 
This change was. suggested by the Hon. 
Peter II, Wendover, of New-York, Its 
utility is sufficiently obvious. The flag 
which fluated over the ** Halls of the Monte- 
zumas” had thirty stars in the union. The 
present flag has thirty-one.

EFFECTS OF CLOTHING ON THE 
TIUMAN SKIN. 

The London Lancet presents some excel- 
lentitleas on the subject of clothing. Leta 
person in bed be covered. with sufficient. blan- 
kets to promote perspiration, and let these. 
blankets be covered with an oil or [ndia-rub- 
ber cloth, or other impervious fabric ; in the 
morning the blankets will be dry, but the 
under surface of the India-rubber cloth will 
he quite wet, The blankets, by their dry- 
ness, show that the exhalations of the body 
pass through them and would. pass through 
them to the surrounding nir had they not 
been intercepted by the Impervious outer 
covering. Thus it is mevitable that habitual 
use of an impervious covering is injurious, 
Its effect must be to place the body in a con- 
stant vaporsbath, in which the insensible or 
healthy perspiration is constantly. becoming 
condensed-into the form of humidity, and 
being prevented from passing off in its, elas- 
tic and invisible fourm the perspiration is thus 
constantly checked, and skin eruptions must 
be the result 
injurious to cheek perspitation, in some ‘de- 
gree, by a waterproof overcoat, than to get 
soxked with rain. . ‘There.can be no doukt: 
that, waterproof fabsica may. be. made very 
light, and so formed as tobe worn):in: wet} 
weather, and: vet allow seme room for per- | 


spiration ‘But &till they “are? ‘nbPheakhy;} 


and sbould: never be pot°on batt eased of 


weakness and chills. No person should 
wear a garment hut stich as allows the vapor 
or perspiration which is continually exuding 
from the skin. to pass off freely. For this 
reason a frequent: change. of entire clothing 
conduces~to health: Clothing should be 
light and warm, and not tod.tight. A happy 
change in the fashions has taken place within 
afew years; it is the substitution of loose 
outer garments for the old fashioned, tight, 
close aiid pinching overcoats, .-Too few flan- 
nels are wofn in Anierica, ‘€specially along 
Abe eastetn coasts, where sudden changes are 
frequent, and where many cold rains fall du- 
ring the winlet setison. “Children should a!- 
ways have their outer garments fur winter 
made of woolen materials, Although India- 
rubber over-shoes arg excellent for walkioz 
inthe street in wet weather, or when. thero 
is a thaw with snow Spon the ground, they 
should never be worn at any-other time, and 
should be taken off as soon as the wearer en- 
ters the house. They prevent perspiration 
in a great mensure, and aré only useful as a 
lesser evil than. getting thé. feet completely 
wet from-outside water. = *°.

Ifthere be any one moment at which the 
grown-up individual experiences a melancholy

to lend a- willing obedience to its high behests, 
we shall always object to the obnoxious-and out- 
rageous clause, which commands “ the sov- 
ereignity*to “ fall into line’? (which line, by 
the-way; is usually about as straight as the In- 
“dian’s. tree, which bent considerably over, the 
other wiy,) and to execute motions-for the sport 
of sensible men and the admiration of the idle 
multitude of the rising generation-—without the 
slightest incentive to spur him onward in the 
path of duty save that administered to his heels 
by his next ‘door neighbor, and without even 
the- sweet consolation which always springs 
from a consciousness of self-improvement, of 
serving-one’s country, or of conferring a bene- 


j editorial. With Mr. Sprarr we have the plea- 


successful heroism in battle, which has won an 
enviable character for the citizen soldier of thé 
Palmetto State; isthe boon left by a gallant 
ancestry—an inheritance of the spirit which 
animated the patriot fathers of the Revolution, 
and which will always nerve the sons to deeds 
of noble daring, while a memory of the past 
holds a placé in the consciousness ofthe present. 

We are well aware that the preservation of 
a complete military organization is important, 
as well for the ordinary purposes of internal 
police, as for the contingencies which may at 
any time arise, requiring the employment of 
force and arms. This end, however, can be 
much more effectualytsubserved by the adop- 
tion of the system which is of force in Virginia, 
and several other States, and which embodies 
allthe advantages of the present organization, 
without the glaring evils resulting from. its 
imperfections. The law in these States provides 
for the enrollment. of every one liable to do 
military duty, andthe levying upon each of a 
small’ capitation tax instead of the actual ser- 
vice,—the money thus obtained to be appropri- 
ated to the complete equipment of properly or- 
ganized volunteer companies, either cavalry or 
infantry--one at least, to each regiment. 

By the enactment of such a provision in our 
State, and the consequent abolition of the beat 
company, battalion and regimental parades, 
much better drilled and organized companies 
anda more effective police would be produced. 
We venture to say that almost every one would 
choose to pay a small tax rather than perform 
the irksome service now required ; while those, 
who of their own accord become members of 
the volunteer companies, would be actuated by 
a real pride and a true spirit of emulation, which 
would be exhibited in the evolutions of a well- 
drilled. band,—ready at a moment's warning to 
answer to the call of danger, and wholly com- 
petent, if required, to put to flight an entire re- 
giment of beat companies. 

Besides presenting a scheme which we think 

of sufficient weight to overbalance the presump- 
tion in favor of the present organization, we 
night enumerate many and serious. objections 
which are of themselves strong arguments 
against it. Not the least of these is founded in 
the fact, that the frequent company, battalion 
and regimental reviews which are now required 
by Jaw, subtract an enormous amount of valua- 
ble labor from the channels of Agriculural pro- 
duction,—a. labor much more profitable than 
any other employed in this branch of industry. 
Weare sure thatif the aggregate value thus lost 
+o the wealth of the community, and thrown 
faway for no good purpose whatever, were as- 
certained, it would be sufficiently great to star- 
tlo the wise men of our State. At certain sea- 
sons of the year,.this may be a matter of very 
trivial importance, but during the working sea- 
son, when the whole force of our farmers is 
concentrated upon the growing crop, it becomes 
the source of serious and burdensome annoy- 
ance, and a harrasing impediment to the suc- 
cessful prosecution of their useful pursuits. 


It has been taken as a valid argument against 
giving to the people the election of Governor 
and of Electors of President and Vice-President, 
as well us other and minor offices now filled by 
the Legislature, that such a policy would di- 
vert men from the pursuits of industry, and 
cause them to assemble frequently in large 
crowds -affording thus ample’opportunity and 
great incentives to the exercise of the stronger 
passions of our nature, and a prolific source of 
riot, disorder and crime. If this be a strong 
argument against these refurms-- and that it is 
no one can doubt—with how much greater force 
does it apply against the present military or- 
ganization in our State; which calls together 
large bodies of men, and especially young men, 
* armed and equipped as the law directs,” often 
ready and willing to join a hand in fomenting 
disturbances, and encouraging, by the:r presence 
at least, those scenes of tumult and confusion 
so destructive. to social and domestic harmony ; 
—all for the purpose of wading through a few 
simple and unimportant step-and-fetch-it evolu- 
tions, ‘a profound ignorance of which would be 
a bliss unutterable. 


We have-already given to this matter more 
space than we had intended, and are reluctu- 
antly compelled to omit several considerations 
which appertain to its proper discussion. We 
will, therefore dismiss the subject with the hope, 
that our Legislature, in its wisdom, may think 
proper to abolish the system as it now exists, 
and substitute another in its stead, more con- 
sistent with the interests of the people, and 
better conducive to the end. in view.
